‘Lhe Holland Mail which arrived Yelterday, placing 
the Armies in their old Poils, could bring noihing very 
material. ‘The Politicians abroad wiil tantalize the Publick 
with the Hopes of an Accommodation this Winter; tho” 
for our Part we confels we do not at prelent fee any great 
Ground for it. 

From Paris they write, that King Stanifaus’s Affairs 
are in avery profperous Train, as will appear very thort- 
ly. Yet they are not {ure of a Peace, nor will they {peak 
pofitively about it, till the Conferences are open’d at Fon- 
tainebleau. 

‘The Incendiaries are got into Swifér/and. Its Neigh- 
bourhood ia /ta/y makes that Country a Refuge for Deier- 
iers from both Armies, and thefe are fulpeéted of that fla- 
gitious Crime.

We have certain Advice from our different Ports, that 
Men work Day and Night, as well in building feveral 
new Men of War, as in repairing fuch of the Old as may 
be made fit for Service, the Court defigning to have 50 
Ships of the Line at Sea next Spring. The fame Dili- 
gence is by all Accounts ufed in the Ports of Spain, to 
make a confiderable Addition to their Navy, that our 
combined Maritime Force may be fuflicient againft all E 
vents. Some will have it, that the King of Spain has 
noininated the young Chevalier de St. George his Admifal- 
General, with a prodigious Salary ; but they do not fay 
whether it is of the Armada of Spain, or of the two Si- 
cilies: Take it which Way you will, the Story is incre- 
dible; efpecially as there is not at prefent a Rupture be- 
tween Great Britain and Spain.

Some 
Frigates ave to fail out of hand to join our eight Men of 
War that lie at Cadiz: The Spanifh Fleet whom they are 
to unite with will confift of 33 Men of War; the Admi- 
ral Ship carries 114 Guns, and the Number of Mariners 
to be employ’d on board this Fleet will amount to 16570 
Men. We are perfuaded this Naval Armament will be 
employ’d on fome great Defign, unlefs a general Pacifica- 
tion takes Place and prevents it; this is what People begin 
to talk of very much of late; afier the Refult of the Con- 
ferences now holden at Fontainebleau probably we may be 
able to fpeak with more Certainty on that Subje&. The 
prefent Situation of Affairs in Lombardy plainly denotes 
the War in that Kingdom, which we reckon’d but incon- 
fiderable, by the Equality of the two Armies, to become, 
in a Manner, of the laft Importance. The King is going to 
make a Promotion of General Officers, when "tis not 
doubted but the Prince of Tirgri and Count de Belle Ife 
will be made Marfhals of France. A Report goes that 
Mirandola has already furrender’d, Tis faid the Defign 
form’d at Rome of fending the young Chevalier de St.

his Enemies, they could have no room to complain if he 
endeavour’d to put an End to fo heavy and unequal a War 
on the beft Terms he could, and that they muft thank 
themfelves if the Conditions were not much calculated for 
their High-Mightinefles Advantage. ‘This Expreffion is 
taken here as a Sort of Threat, that unlefs we {peedily 
join the Emperor, he fhould be induc’d to make advanta- 
gious Offers to France or Spain with relation to the Nether- 
lands; and "tis highly credible, that his Imperial Majefty 
may be induc’d to try all Methods to draw the one from the 
Alliance, or to make the other fome Equivalent for reftor- 
ing the Dominions in J¢a/y: But as our Neighbours are 
very near as much concern’d as ourfelves, in the Confe- 
quence of having a good Barrier for this Republick, we 
are confident they have too great an Influence in the pre- 
fent State of Affairs, to fuffer any Steps to be taken preju- 
dicial to our common Intereft. 

Our Letters from the North make mention of the fur- 
prizing Aétivity of Count Pomiatowhi and Prince Czar- 
torinfki, in the Service of King Auguffus : Thefe Gentie- 
men were in the Interelt of Staniflaus till the Reduétion 
of Dantzick, but now have the fole Management of King 
Augufius’s Affairs: To their Counfels is owing his Ma- 
jefly’s intended Journey to Warfaw, and the Defign of 
publifhing a General Amnefty, which, affifted by their 
Intrigues, cannot fail to diffolve the Confederacies made in 
favour of King Staniflaus. 

Our Letters from Paris frankly ovn, that the Accounts 
of the Dead and Wounded in the late Aétions in Jta/y, as 
firft publifh’d in France, were cook'd up to fuit the Palates 
of the People. ’Tis added, that the Court cf Fontainbleau 
were in fome Pain, left Count Konigsegg thould receive all 
his Reinforcements before our Succours arrive in the Allied 
Army 5 in which Cafe ’tisnot doubted but the Jmperialjfs 
will attempt a decifive Engagement. The Troops of the 
Allies are in no very good Condition, and have fcarce any 
but young Officers.
